Fans 
waved vigorously during tho entire ses- 
sion in a vain attempt to start a circula- 
tion of air. 


The story of tlie day's development is 


aoun told. This morning it waa confi- 
dentially announced that opposition to 
Burns and Estec had at last united on a 
policy, and waa prepared to make a 
winning fight. Judge Short of Fresno 
was to be hacked for chairman of the 
convention by the Chipman-McDonald-

A determined 


effort waa to bo made to capture the 
convention organization, and meanwhile 
the claime of the various candidates 
were to be held in abeyance.

To that end a 
mooting of the anti-boss element was 
called for 1 p.m., an hour hofore the 
convention waa to assemble.

In addition to the refulgent beams of 


gladness reflected upon the Democratic 
party from tlie glorious victory at Mo- 
desto, SUnifilauB county, now cornea 
Colonel Conger, a manufacturer and 
politician of Ohio, with fl modicum of 
comfort for the great demoralized.

n-ill the liniBlitd product. 


One of the objeclione which Colonel 


Oonccr finds to McKinlcyism is that 
McKinley ban formed alliances with 
now men, ae lie chump, and to that ex- 
tent ia ignoring his former associates. 
JuBt what this haa lo do with the objec- 
tions to the protective system ia not ap- 
parent, but it serves ae one of the counts 
in the indictment. 


An objection more to the point is that 


exorbitant wages uru paid under protec- 
tion. The new convert to tariff reforn 
Bays that the great army of agricultura 
laborers work lor |2.2fi a day, and tha 
there are skilled workmen in the pro 
tticted indnstries who earn from $10 t 
$20 per day.

It is just possible that, i 
the Colonel would look into the matte

if such ia not the case protectio 
•will have to plead guilty to this chart, 
and make the best of it when the ma 
tcr ia appealed to tho people for scttl 
meat. 


In connection with this indictment o 


the Republican policy it in interesting 
no'.e the impressions left upon the min 
of a gentleman of great eminence in t 
Democratic party by the manner 
which that party has grappled wi 
the problems selected by it for solution 
before it went into power. In a recent 
issue of tbe Louisville Courier-Journal 
Colonel Watterson says in a double- 
leaded editorial on that subject:
